LBJ's Rail 
Strike Plan

WASHINGTON (AP) - A de- 


fiant House rejected President 
Johnson's bid to guarantee set- 
tlement of a nationwide rail 
strike but a union pledge eased 
fears most U.S. trains Mrtll halt 
Monday. 


Senate refusal to accept the 


surprise action - 
In which the 


House approved a 90-day no- 
strike extension but killed John* 
son's proposal for a compulsory 
settlement If negotiations failed 
— could block Indefinitely pas- 
sage of legislation. 


But the Railway Labor Exec-

workers, pledged not to call a 
strike If the legislation goes to a 
House-Senate conference. The 
union organization's statement 
was read on the floor Thursday 
by Chairman Harley 0. Stag- 
gers, D-W.Va., of the House 
Commerce Committee. 


That appeared a temporary 


lifesaver for congressmen who 
don't want to be blamed for a 
strike but don't want to be con- 
nected with a compulsory settle- 
ment, either. 


Sen. Wayne Morse, D-Ore., 


Senate sponsor of the Johnson 
measure, called the House ac- 
tion "a legislative 
mockery" 


and said he'd urge Senate con- 
ferees to reject it. The Senate 
earlier had passed the adminis- 
tration bill. 


The House action, taken with- 


out members having to go on 
record as to how they voted, was 
in- part a reaction to two days of

Tommie 
Smith, the 220 and 440 record- 
holder, decided to run only in 
the 220. He also had been en- 
tered also in the 100 and 440 but 
said he did not want to risk an 
injury. 


All of the favorites came 


through the qualifying in fine 
form, but some darkhorses also 
turned up. One was Lennox 
Miller, a Southern California 
sophomore who ran the 100 in 
9.2 seconds and the 220 in 20.5. 
Miller's fine 100 heat came just 
minutes before Greene, wearing 
prescription sunglasses at night, 
joined Bob Hayes, Harry Je- 
rome and Jim Hines as the only 
men to clock 9.1. 


Greene refused to talk after

This deed was dated the 13th, day of 
December, 1877. The church building 
rreclcd on snid lot continued to be 
used until November 14, 1888, when it 
was sold to Benj. Beard. It is still 
standing und is now occupied by Mr. 
;Van Ware as a dwelling. The writer 
'attended many services there during 
the first pastor's incumbency, which 
continued till about the year 1884. 


In the year, 1884 the congregation 


determined to move to the south side 
of the ruilroud, and secured a location 
on the corner of South Main and East 
Third avenue. They bought from John 
H. Davis and wife E. Jane Davis, the 
west half of lots No. 1 and 2, in block 
No. 45, where tha 
present building 


now stands. In the 
year 1888 they 


bought the east half of said two lots 
from Benj. Beard and wife S'allie P. 
Beard, The first deed was dated Jan- 
uary 22nd, 1884 and the seoond deed 
was dated May 9th, 1888. On the west 
half of these lots a nice frame build- 
ing 
was 
built, 
sufficiently I large 


enough to accomodate the congrega- 
tion at that 
time. On the northeast 


corner of lot No. 1, was a small dwell- 
ing, which, for a few years, was used 
£>s a manse. This manse building one 
of the early houses of Hope, was sold 
to Mr. Yeager recently and the ma- 
terial used in building elsewhere in 
Hope. The frame church building was 
sold to the negroes some years ago, 
and by them rolled to the west end of 
town to the place best knwn by the 
name "The Ravine." Needing another 
location for a manse, lots No. 144 and 
15, in block No. 43, on South Elm 
street, were bought, August 27, 1895 
from Partic McGrory and wife Mary 
F. McGrory, which was used as a 
manse for several years. The trustees 
who bought the west half of lots 1 
and 2, block No. 45 were J. R. Giles, 
C. T. Short, S. W. White and J. B. 
Powell .and those who bought the east 
nhatf of .mid lots were J. H. Wood, C. 
'!'.' White and S. W. White. 


The manse property on South Elm 


street on lots 14 and 15 was sold by 
the church in 1912, and 
with the 


money bought what were known as 
the two Brichenan dwellings. These 
two dwellings were held about a year 
and sold to one Dr. Charles Champlln 
f.nd the other to Will Palmore. The 
one on lots 14 and 15 was sold to Luth- 
LT Hollnmnn, and is now occupied by 
him as n home. In 1813 the church 
bought the home of Mrs. S. W. White 
just south of the present church build- 
ing, wich is now occupied by the pas- 
toi. H is built on lots a, 4, and 15 feet 
of north part of 5, block 45. The pres- 
un'. church building was completed in 
I90C. Its construction was looked after 
principally by our present mayor. Dr. 
H. J. P. Garretl, Mr. Casey and several 
others hud part to do In its building. 
On account of defective foundation the 
building became 
cracked, and the 


south purl was rebuilt by Mr. P. N. 
Porter und the building is now in 
good shape. It is the largest auditor- 
ium in Hope and many public func- 
tions have been held therein, by vlr- 
lure of the kindness and generosity 
of the congregation. It is built of con- 
crete, one of the few such buildings 
in the city of Hope. The present trus- 
tees are Dr. H. J, V. Garret!, C. T. 
White, Capt. J. H. Black and Sid Reed. 


When the railroad came to Hope 


Rev John Aaron was living up at 
Bought, having bought property there, 
impressed with the idea that the prin- 
cipal along this esction of the road 
would be there. He soon learned that 
Hope was the coming town and moved 
at once and became the first pastor of 
the Hope Baptist church. C. T. White 
was ordained the first deacon under 
Bro. Aaron and was also the first sup- 
erintendent of) the 
Sunday School 


when it was organized. Some of the 
original members were: J. R. Giles, C. 
T. Short, J. B. Powell, J. M. Awbry, 
C. T. White, S. W. White, J. H. Wood, 
Thomas Black, brother of Capt. J. H. 
Black, Geo. W. Bowden, M. L. Bow- 
den, Wm. Mack, 
Dr. Rye, Robert 


Lewis, and Z. T. Lewis, all familiar 
names to all of our pioneer citizens. 
Bro. Aaron remained pastor of the 
church about four or five years, and 
was succeeded by Rev. M. D. Early, 
who was succeeded by Rev. C. W. 
Collohan. These three ministers fill- 
ed the church during the time the 
congregation worshipped in the first 
Duilding, now occupied by Mr. Van 
Ware as a dwelling. 


Mr. J. W. Doley, another old mem- 


ber was instrumental chiefly in se- 
curing an option on the lots where the 
church now stands. For a while after 
moving to the present occasion. Mr. 
C. T. White remained the| supcrin- 
endent of the Sabbath school and was 
succeeded by J. H. Wood, who is now 
living at Noco, Texas. Rev. G. W. 
Reeves was the next pastor and con- 
tinued for about three years and was 
succeeded by Rev. Harris. For three 
years after his incumbency the pas- 
torate was filled by Rev. W. T. Box. 
Dr. J. B. Searcy then was pastor for 
four years, was succeeded by Rev. J. 
S. Thomas' for «ne' year at the ,'end, 


which time Dr. Searcy came back 
again, but remained one year only. 
Rev. i. P. Henry was then pastor for 
two years and was follosved by Rev. 
Swafford. He had two fine daugh- 
ters, who Were noted musicians and 
they entertained the church frequent- 
ly with duets and Solos. Rev. T. P. 
Langley was the next pastor for two 
years and was succeeded by Rev. W. 
A. Preeman, who remained two years. 
Rev. W. T. Dorris was the nest min- 
ister, followed by Rev. A. H. Aulry. 
During his incumbency of four years 
and back to the time of Dr. Searcy's 
first pastorate, Capl. J. H. Black was 
the superintendent 
of the Sabbath 


school. The minister who followed 
Rev. 
Aulry was Rev. W. M. Bostick, 


who remained for two yeans. During 
his ministry, J. D. Coilon was super- 
intendent uf the Snbbuth school until 
the lime of his 
death. Rev. T. D. 


Brown, D. D., vvns Ihe nexi and is 
the present pastor, and if the writer 
may just here express his own opinion. 
he regards Dr. Brown ns one of the 
ablest men tht church has ever hud. 


During Dr. Brown's pastorate, so far 


the Sabbath school has had two sup- 
erintendents, Dr. G. E. Cannon and 
the present one, Dr W. R. Alexander. 


The present 'deacons of the church 


are B. P. Hoynes, Capl. J. H. Black, 
C. T. While, Charles Routon, Dr. G. E. 
Cannon. Dr. M. V. Russell, Henry Roe- 
buck and Chas. Hervey. 


Mr. C. R. Pugh is clerk or secretary 


of the church and Mr. Henry Roebuck 
is the treasurer. The finance com- 
mittee is composed as follows: Dr. 
H. J. F. Garrett. Dr. G. E. Cannon, 
Mr. Sid Reed and Mr. T. J. Boyett 


By the way, Mr Thos. Boyelt, a 


very dear friend of mine was one of 
Ihe early and most faithful members 
of this church. .He Is the father of 
T. J. and Ruff Boyetl, Mrs. Sallie 
Hicks and Mrs. Sid Reed. 


Among several who have served the 


church or its clerk are the following: 
T. J. Boyett, Berry Acker, Henry 
Roebuck, T. B. Bowden and C, T. 
White. Mr. C. T White was in this 
church when it was first moved to 
Hope and is still a member and officer. 


The church maintains a fine Wom- 


an's Missionary Society, which is do- 
ing fine work. Mrs. Gus Haynes is 
the president, and Mrs. J. W. Mor- 
gan secretary and Mrs. Henry Roe- 
buck treasurer.. The church also has 
an active working Baptist Young Peo- 
ple's Union. 


From a small beginning this church 


has grown steadily till now it has a 
membership of four hundred, and a 
Sabbath school of apout three hun- 
dred and it is a live, working one. 


The first part of this chapter was ob- 


tained mostly from records in the of- 
fice of J. H. Arnold. I had to rely on 
my own and the memory of several 
present members of the Baptist church 
for the second half hereof. If I have 
made any mistake, it is due to the

In writing not this record only, but

The Churches 


The Methodist church of Mope, was 


organized during the year 1874. James 
M. Loughborough, Attorney in Fact 
and Trustee for the Cairo and Pulton 
Railroad 
Company 
donated to the 


thurch Lot No. 7, In Block No. 23, 
and the deed was dated April 10, 1874 
and was made without reservation to 
ihe trustees of the church, C. M. Bay- 
less, R. L. HenrAn. J. L. Ware. Judge 
J K Lowry and J. G. Pair. 


Rev. 
C. O. Kteele, who was the first 


pastor, at the lime of the organization 
of the church bought from the Cairo 
and Pulton Railway Company, Lot No. 
9, in Block No, 23, next to the church, 
for a home, at the price of $125.00 and 
ilie building erected thereon was used 
a.s o parsonage during his stay with 
the church and then sold to M. C. 
Boyce, October 27, 1884 and by him to 
A. L. Johnson, April 2, 1888. 


At the time of the above transac- 


tion Cnpt. Thos. H. Simms, a member 
of the Methodist church at Washing- 
ton, was the clerk of Hempstead coun- 
ty and recorded these deeds. During 
his time in office Calvin M. Hervey, 
Judge A. H. Carrlgan and W. R. Bell 
were county judges and Arthur A. 
Gibson and J. M. Hanegan filled the 
accessors office. 


During the year 1897 we had one of 


the hotest times in the history of Hope, 
fighting the whisky traffic and dur- 
ing this time 
the 
building ofl the 


Methodist church was burned. About 
the same time the Presbyterian church 
building and 
Pastor's 
house were 


burned and the Episcopal and Baptist 
buildings were set on fire, but did not 
do much damage, as the fires were 
put out. It was the opinion at that 
time that the liquor people were doing 
this kind of work M revenge them- 
selves against the fight of the tem- 
perance forces. After the fire a new 
site was bought, Lot No. 5 was bought 
from John M. Pittman November 11, 
1895. 
Lots No. 3 and 4 were bought 


from Mrs. Addle Kendall, Charles Ed-

1895 and lots No. 6 nnd 7 were bought 
from Steve and Nora Carrigan, May 
27, 1905. All of these lots are in Block 
39, and the church building, the Sun- 
day school room and the parsonage, 
were built on them. At the time of the 
first two transactions George Sandefur 
was the circuit clerk, and at the lime 
of the last, J. S. Monroe was the clerk 
who recorded these deeds. 


The trustees of the church during 


these transactions were Stevo Carrl- 
gan, 
W. H. Robinson, L. J. GiUesple, 


James W. Stephctuon, John P. Owens, 
Jas. H. McCollum and R. H. Ethrldge 
in the first two purchases, and in 
the next the trustees were: Jas. H. Mc- 
Collum and R. H. Ethridge, 0. A. 
Graves, W. H. Robinson, L. J. Ollles- 
pie, J, H. Weaver, Steve Carrlgan. W- 
W. Folsom and J. H. Arnold. 


The church was organized by Rev. 


C, O. Steele in the summer of the 
year 1874. He was the first pastor and 
served this church for four years af- 
ter organization. Dr. S. H. Bayless 
and wife, R. L. Hearon and wife, J. 
L. Ware and wife,. J. P. Lowry and 
wife, Jas. G. Fair and wife and son 
James, Mr, Billy Briant and wife. Mrs. 
George Sandefur, Mrs. Barton, Grant 
Rose and wife, Mr. George Hicks and 
wife, Mrs. Joe Borden. Dr. George H. 
Andrews, David E. Andrews, Mrs. M. 
L. Crosset, R. F. Hardcastle and wife, 


Mrs. M. S. Eden, Mrs. Annie Puller, 
Mrs. M. C. Hervey, Mrs. Molllc B. 
Johnson, 0. W. Murry and wife, Mrs, 
E. H. McCorkle, W H. Roblson nnd 
wife, Mrs, Settle Walnswrlght. F. T. 
Wright, Thos. J. Wylie and wife, are a 
few of the persons, who were the 
members of the church at the time of 
organization, or joined in the next few 
years.

The following ministers have been

Rev. C. O. Steele organized the church 
In 1874, during which the building 
was erected and finished In tht fall, 
He served during the years 1175, 1876, 
1877 and 1818. He was married three 
times. By his first wife he had a 
daughter, who was very popular with 
our then young men and those who 
are here yet, will remember with 
pleasure Miss Gussle Steele. His sec- 
ond wife was Mrs. Wolf, (nee Carruth) 
and his present wife was the widow of 
Judge Bricc Williams, formerly of 
Washington, Ark. The families now 
live in Hot Springs. Bro. Stocle was

who served 


the church during the year 1879 and 
Or. J. C. Biglow followed him for 
the year 1880. He was from the north-

A. L. Johnwn and Mils 
Molll* Barton. Rev. H. H. Watson ww 
the next minister and h« aeWd lor

preacher and did good mirk In Hope. 


One of the noted preaetMfs In tht 


hUtory of this church wa* th* next, 
Dr. H. R. Withers. He served for the 
year 1883 and 1884. Before entering 
the ministry, he was a lawyer, a 
splendid scholar, a distinguished ora- 
tor, nnd old time gentleman, wllh the 
physical defect of being very dtaf. 
After him came Rev. 3. C. Stone, who 
served the churrh during. the yenr 
1885. He was followed by the Rev. L. 
B. Hawley, far the year* 1R88 nnd 1*87 
and 1888 and he wn* succeeded by 
Rev. H. W. Brooks, for the years 1889, 
1890 and 1891. Many of our people will 
remember these two pwnchev* n* 
earnest workers in the Lord's vine- 
yard and beloved by their members. 


Rev. J. M, Lauihlln served for the 


year 1892, Rev. J. M. Plnnell 1893. Rev. 
W. C. Rhodes 1896 and T, O. Rorie 
1897. 
All of these were working to 


the best of their abilities. J. M. Pin- 
nelt WAS .1 personal friend fend we had 
worked together through many ses- 
sions of the Grand Lodge of Mason* 
of Arkansas. 


Rev. J. R. Sanders WAS then sent to 


this church and his members loved 
him to the extent of keeping him the 
limit, four years; 1898. 1899. 1900 and 
1901. Rev. W. C. Watson was the next 
appointment. He in a nephew of Mrs. 
W. Y. Foster. I lived for years just 
across the street from his father In 
Magnolia and saw him grow. He serv- 
ed the church for the years 1902 and 
1903. He is now the financial agent (or 
one of the Methodist colleges and has 
made good. Then followed a man we 
all love Rev. T. D. Scott, for the years 
1904, 
1905, 19M and 1907. Mr. Wilson 


and family lived in Hope, where R. O. 
Bridewell now lives and Bro. Scott 
found his wife In that family. When 
the family came back recently Mrs, 
Scott said to me that she had come 
home and she was very glad to get 
back. Rev. W. P. Whaley followed for 
the years 1908,1909 and 1910.

Biography 


Capt. B. F. Forney became a citizen 


of Hope in the year 1885. Just before 
coming to Hope, he was one; of the 
moat extensive merchants in Ultima 
Thiilo. Sevlpr county. Arkansas. He 


| was born In Tennessee in 1834, and 
received his education in the common 
schools of Maury county, supplement- 
ing the same by several terms at Mc- 
Kcm.ie College, Texas. While attend- 
ing snid college, the war broke out 
between Texas nnd Mexico and Capt. 
Forney joined tho Texas army, and 
ingaged in the war with Mexico. He 
was mustered in at Austin and served 
as a private in Cnpt. Smith's company 
lor four months, nnd 
mustered out 


then at Austin. After this he studied 
bw. and was licensed to practice in 
Ihe circuit court, nl Paris. Texas, in 
1858, nntl in the supreme court of Ar- 
kansas, in 1865. He cnme to Arkansas 
in 1802 locating in Sevier county and 
practiced his profession 
at Paraclifta 


unli! the county site was removed to 
Lockfrsburg, when he removed to that 
place and continued his law practice 
until 1883. He then went to Ultima 
Thule and engaged in the mercantile 
business until he came to Hope. 


He was marriedj 
in 
1860 to Miss 


Catherine A. De P. Greene, o native 
of Arkansas, born in 1843. Her father 
was from New York city and her 
mother, whose 
maiden 
name was 


Nancy; Holinan, was from Missouri. 
Mrs. Forney's father died in 1856 and 
her mother in 1916. 


In 1874 Capt. Forney 
was elected 


state senator from the 
22nd district, 


composed of Howard. Sevier, Little 
River and Polk counties, nntl served 
one term. He was regarded by the 
citizens of Hope as one of its repre- 
sentative and substantial men,, being 
held in high esteen by those who knew 
him. He was a large land owner hav- 
ing several farms in this nnd adjoin- 
ing counties. 
He was quite active 


as a representative and also active as 
a politician, being H strong adherant 
to the Democratic party. He was a 
Mason and a Confederate soldier. He 
was first lieutenant of Capt. Bennett's 
company, which was the bodyguard to 
Ben McCollough. He served east of 
the Mississippi for u while, but at re- 
organization of the army he came west 
and while in the service on this side, 
participated in the battle of Pea Ridge 
and numerous skirmishes. 


Capt. Forney died April 29, 1890 at 


his home in Hope, of paralysis, and Is 
buried in Cave Hill cemetery. Mrs. 
C. A. Forney was a member of the 
Cumberland church of Hope. She with 
several ladies of Hope, organized the 
first chapter of the United Daughttrs 
of the Confederacy. C. A. Bridewell 
and B. P. Haynes were invited to be 
present to assist. The final meeting 
was held ' in the church building; on 
Second avenue, and when it came to 
naming it Capt. Bridewell suggested 
his Captain, when the war broke out 
who afterward became Major General 
Patrick Cleburne. Mrs. Forney was 
married a second time and is now the 
wife of Gen. Jas. F. Smith. 
Gen. 


Smith has been, for three terms, Major 
General of the Arkansas Division of 
the United Confederate Veterans, the 
last time, during the reunion at Lit- 
tle Rock. Gen. Smith and wife now

Sam Brundidge Was a native of Mis- 


sissippi, born in 1851, but was reared 
nnd educated in Scarcy, White COUH- 
ly. Arknnsas. He learned the brick 
tr»do when a boy and at seventeen 
years of age, WHS permitted to be his 
own man and ho started to make his 
way in the business world. He work- 
ed in the store at Searcy, of B. Dean- 
cr some six or eight years, and when 
twenty-six years old, he begun con- 
tracting in the trade he had learned 
as n boy. 


In March 1877 he moved to Hope, 


then n small town four years old. In 
time his reputation as a builder spread 
to other towns, nnd he built brick 
buildings other places, one of the larg- 
es-t w.is nl G'.irdon, for a St. Louis 
cotnpany. 
He accumulated a good 


property) in farm 
lands 
and town 


buildings. He wns married in 1876 to 
Miss Mollie Peebles, of White county, 
nnd thorn were born to them six chil- 
dren: Jarett Peebles, Stephens, Fatte, 
Richard and Minnie and Lois. Of these 
Stephen 
and 
Fotie 
are 
deceased, 


R.chard, Peebles and Lois are married 
and Minnie is a teacher. Peebles lives 
in Hope engaged in the cotton busi- 
ness. 


Mr. Sam Brundidge was a brother 


of Ex-Congressman Stephens Brund- 
idge cf Searcy. who will very likely be 
u candidate for the United States Sen- 
ate, to fill the place made by the 
death of Senator Clarke. 


Sam Brundidge's parents were na- 


tives of Alabama, who removed first 
to Mississippi in 1849, then to Arkon- 
sas in| 1857. His father was also a 
builder and lived to be over eighty 
years old and his mother lived to good 
old age. 


Sam Brundidge organized and built 


the first bricy yard in Hope and man- 
ufactured his own brick for the buifd- 
ing he erected and sold to persons and 
buildings in Hope built by him is the 
present church building of the Pres- 
byterian church, and 
just opposite 


across East Second avenue he built 
himself a beautiful home. This home 
is now owned and occupied by Mr. 
Jagersfeld. Mr. Brundidge was a pub- 
lic 
spirited citizen and aided in 


every way the building up of his 
town and was interested in many of 
the enterprises financially and was al- 
ways a liberal contributor to whatever 
would aid in building the town. Dur- 
ing a revival meeting held in Hope by 
Major Cole, he joined the Presbyter- 
ian church. His wife was a member 
of the Methodist church.

Mrs. Brundidge died on the 1st day 


of March 1895. Some time after Mr. 
Brundidge was married to Miss Sue 
Yates, who died within a year of her 
marriage. He lived till Sunday, the 
day after the great Galveston storm, 
September 9, 1901. 


He, his wives and two children were 


buried in Cave Hill cemetery, Hope. 
The death of Sam Brundidge left a 
blank in the affairs 
of Hope, which 


was not filled for many years, and he 
left nlso in the hearts of all who knew 
him a warm and very pleasant mem- 
ory which will 
linger 
while those 


friends live. 


Chapter 11 


Few of the First Things 


in Hope 


I hove been preparing a history of 


the Christian church at Hope and am 
waiting on a committee appointed by 
the church to get up some data, and 
so I gave some biography last week, 
and this week here are some of the 
first things that came to our beautiful 
little City. 


1st the Cairo and Fulton Railroad 


was the first to come. It was incor- 
porated February 5, 1853. The incot- 
porators were Edward Cross. Henry K. 
Hardy, John R. Hampton, H. P. Poiu- 
dexler, William E. Davidson, W. C

Burnes, B. C. Totten, John Mitchell, 
A. S. Huey, James M. Crenan, William 
E. Ashley, D. J. Chapman and Thomas 
J. Blackhore. 


Roswe/'.l Beebe, president; Daniel 


Ringo, vice-president; Wm. B. Wait, 
treasurer; B. C. Harley, Secretary; 
and Jas. S. Williams, chief engineer, 
were the first officers. 


2nd, the first citizen of Hope was 


Col. Gus Knobel. He was one of the 
engineers of the railroad and came 
here with it. He was born on the 
River Rhine, Germany, Nov. 1842, the 
child of an English father and a Ger- 
man mother. Col. Knobel came to 
America in 1859 and went to St. Louis, 
Mo., and kept books for a commission 
house. 


3rd. The first church in Hope was 


the Presbyterian. It was organized 
January 1, 1860, about three 
miles 


north of Hope, and moved to the town 
in February, 1874. 


4th. The first preacher in Hope was 


Rev. M. J. Wallace. He preached his 
first sermon in the old frame depot 
building which was moved further 
East and is now used as a freight 
depot. 


5th. The first map of Hope was or- 


dered by James M. Loughborough and 
made by the chief engineer of the 
Cairo and Fulton Railroad Co., Mor- 
ley. This map comprised about twenty 
blocks, most of them north of the 
depot. 


6th. The 
first marriage in Hope 


was that of Col. Gus Knobel to Miss 
Mary Winn. She was the daughter of, 
Mr. Bob Winn, who moved to Hope ', 
from the town of Washington.

7th. The first child tc he born in j 


Hope was the daughter of Green Fair, j 
who was one of the organizers ot the |

8th. The first newspaper '.o be pub- i
